noting' medical cxaininfl\ in tlie absence of Dr. T. B. Smith, pronounced 
death due to strangulation. 
As the result of a more thorough exam- 


ination yesterday, the following report was submitted to the polic 
authorities this morning: 


"The 
body was that of full term, fully developed baby boy at o 


about form. 
The baby was born alive and breathed. Within a very shor 


time of birth, some constricting band was placed about tlm ncnk am 
drawn light. There was no mark of a knot. Peath occurred very soon, 
after birth, probably -within a few minutes. 
The cut on the hip was 


post mortem and probably incidental to immersion. 
The baby was deac 


whnn placed in the canal." 


The matter, .so far as the police are concerned, remains a mystery; 


and although a special detail has been working on the case, the respon- 
sible party or parties have not been found.

IKIVO college degrees; most of them 
fought In tho A men can or British 
forces in tho World war; a few are of 
mature age, retired from business. 


Their vessel, the Narwhal, Is a three- 
masted bark. Stoutly built of oak in 
1883.

:hree able seamen are the paid mem- 
iers of the present expedition to the 
South seas. Xone of tho twenty ad- 
venturers ever previously sailed before 
-he mast, but all have had soa ex- 
perience. 


The cargo carried by thft Narwhal 


ncludes two tons of dynamite, consid- 
erable gasoline, much Sacked coal, mo- 
Ion picture films and lumber, One of 
he crew remarked that In event of 
llsaster they would go up, not down. 


The Narwhal will touch- first 
at 


Honolulu, From then* It will pro- 
eed to Pago Pago, American Samoa, 
vhere the dynamite will be delivered 
o the linked States navy. 
At Apia, 


British Samoa, the last of the cargo 
vlil be discharged. 


Leaving Sftmao. the Narwhal will 
et sail for Islands seldom visited hy 
vhite men—islands of romantic legend.

"The body was that of full term, fully developed baby boy at or 


about term. The baby was born alive and breathed. 
Within a very short 


time of birth} some constricting band was placed about the neck and 
drawn tight. There was no mark of a knot. 
Death occurred very soon 


after birth, probably within a few minutes. 
The cat on the hip was 


post mortem and probably incidental to immersion. 
The baby was dead 


when placed in the canal."

THE TEXTILE CRISIS 


Hnrdly h.id one grent textile strike in tbo mills of New England 


been declared off when another is under consideration. In this case as 
formerly, Fall Jiiver is the stunn centre'nnd tho leaders aro discussing 
a.Tralk-out to enforce n demand for an increase of. 15 per cent. Wo do 
not think tho demand is at all unreasonable; nnd now that the manufac- 
turers have agreed to meet (ho local council representing their own 
operatives, a settlement is likely to bo reached. 


But should the conference fail, it would still he a mistake to strike at 


this juncture. The resources of diplomacy hnro not yet been ej:hansted; 
»nd for tlie present, they can be more udvantageously employed whilo 
tho operatives are at work than if they were all idle. 


It is true that tho textile industries are on tho eve of a busin«ss 


boom; and it is but fair to assume that tho operatives should have 
some share of the profits. Tho cost oC living has gone up quite con- 
siderably since the republican tariff bill took effect. 
If 
we 
consider 


only tho price of conl and suinr, it will indicate what the working people 
have to contend with in meeting the increased cost of living. Of course, 
the mills have also suffered 
from the shortage in fuel although not 


nearly so much in proportion as the operatives. There is some ground 
for the belief that the mills resent the dictation of national organizers 
nnd that they would ho more inclined to make concessions to committees 
from their own employes. It may be this idea that has led to a reported 
contest for control of the situation between the Fnll River Textile council 
and the United Textile Workers of America, of which Thomas F. Mcllahon 
is the national president. 
If there is to be a strike, any lack of harmony 


would be fatal. 
Hut we surmise thai the points of 
difference will 


be satisfactorily arranged before, final action is taken. Full River '.s 
chosen as the battle ground for tbe settlement of the -wage question in 
the other textile cities of New England and what the mills do there, will 
probably he followed by those of the other cities. 


It is to be regretted that conflicts of this kind are necessary in 


order to secure an equitable wage agreement between the mills and 
their employes. The operatives have to tight the battle without assistance.

We have a State Board of Arbitration and Conciliation hut 
its powers are .so restricted that it can accomplish but little in main- 
taining industrial peace. This hoard cannot interfere unless its services aro 
sought by both sides. In this respect there .is great need for a change 
that would authorize the board to order the suspension, of ft strike or 
lock-out until such times as an investigation into the financial condi- 
tion of the company concerned could be made. 
Such a law has worked 


well in Canada nnd there is no reason why it should not be equally 
effective in promoting industrial peace on this side of the border.
